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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 17-21 and 32 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meadows et al. (US 6.516,227) in view of Whitehurst et al. (US 
2003/0229383) for the reasons made of record in the Final Office Action from 3 May 2007. 

Regarding the Remarks submitted conserning the information disclosure statement filed 26 October 2006, it is noted that this IDS fails to 
comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because there is no formal IDS submission based on the absence of a 
PTO-1449 form. It has been placed in the application file, but the §132 declaration contained therein has not been considered as to the 
merits.
